Dear BA folks: 


I have a wonderful Hallicrafters SX-24 in my posession. Grandpaw recapped it 
(oops, re-condensered it) about 8 years ago. Works very well, in fact, it is 
often better than my little Sangean portable... 


First, it seems to run hot. After about 30 minutes or so, the top of the 
metal cabinet on top of the S-meter gets really warm. Not hot, just very 
warm. Should I be worried? When I was in high school, I had a small fan 
that would blow into one side of the cabinet and out the other. Any benefit 
to continue to do this? 

You get heat out of tube electronics. The components are supposed to 

be rated for 85C operation (185F). If the transformers get too hot to 

touch, that's still normal (though I don't like it). 50C is about all 

you will touch without taking you hand away, and the cabinet should not 

be getting this hot. If you can smell insulation, then you've got a 

problem. 

> 

> Second, it uses an 80 as a rectifier (but I guess you knew that by the 

> number, anyways). Will the 80 last longer with a lighter electrical load? 

> Specifically, I notice that the incandescent bulbs that light the dials run 
> on 6 VDC. If I disconnect them, will the 80 last longer? 

The bulbs run on 6 V AC, as do all the tube heaters, except the 80.

How does an 80 work, anyways? Does the 80 work like a bridge rectifier or 
like a full wave rectifier? Anyone ever try replacing an 80 or other 
rectifier tube with (egads!) solid state components? (I cannot figure it out 
how the 80 works from the schematic, I understand solid state stuff, but not 
tubes yet...) 


VV VV VV 


It's a full wave rectifier. The semiconductor equivalent is two 
diodes, anodes connected to pins 2 and 3 (the thin pins), cathodes 
connected to pins 1 and 4, with a 5 volt 2 amp filament (no 
semiconductor equivalent) between pins 1 and 4. Pins 1 and 4 are 
treated as a common point for the two cathodes, and B+ is taken from 
one of them. 


People do, on occasion, replace tube rectifiers with diodes, 
particularly the 1N4007. However, you have to watch out for peak 
inverse voltage. In an 80/5Y3/5U4 circuit, the maximum AC plate input 
to the anodes has to be 335 volts or less, unless the B+ line is loaded 
to keep B+ from rising to the peak of the transformer voltage on 
power-up. Peak inverse voltage is calculated as 1.41 x AC input plus 
maximum DC B+ voltage. For 335 volts, that is 482 volts. With the 
output open-circuted, you'll see 964 (calculated) volts. While there 
are still 36 volts left before you exceed the 1 KV rating of a 1N4007, 
the next standard transformer size (350 volts per plate, 700 VCT) is 
above that limit. 


The 80 and 5Y3 have a dynamic impedance between plate and filament of 

about 200 ohms. You'll need to add these. If you use two resistors, 

each will dissipate half the B+ current drain. Assuming 100 ma. a 

typical value for a larger radio with an 80, that's 2 watts total. 

Standard practice is to derate resistors 50%, so you'll want 2 watt 
resistors. 

> 

> Third, grandpaw attached a 4 ohm speaker up to the 500 ohm speaker terminals. 
> Is this okay or should I look for an audio matching transformer with a 500 
> ohm primary and a 4 ohm secondary to go between this output and the speaker 
> to match the impedances? 

> 

You need to provide an impedance matching transformer between the 500 

ohm output and your speaker. Radio Shack and several other places sell 

a 70 volt line transformer. The input to use is the 10 watt set of 
terminals----these have 500 ohms impedance. The turns ratio is the 

square root of the impedance ratio. 500:4 is 125:1. Square root of 

125 is about 11. Some people use a 10:1 filament transformer, 120:12 

volts, which is close enough.

we do not tune up and down past our own transmitting frequency. 


I even note that current operating suggestions include zero- 
beating the calling station's frequency when you wish to answer a 
"CQ" -- fine if you can, but there are those who still operate 
rockbound, sometimes because the equipment calls for it, sometimes 
from necessity, sometimes because we WANT to... 


At any rate, get OFF your own calling frequency and listen if 
no one seems to be coming back to you - they (we) might be out there, 
but you have to listen around to hear us.

Thanks to the Post Office playing "drop the package" with a really nice 
SX-111, I am in need of a "Dial Scale, Glass" (Hallicrafters P/N 083-400689) 
to replace the one that arrived broken (1 " from the left edge, right over 
the meter window!!!)

I also could use some advice on the crystal calibrator that also seems to 
have bitten the dust. No calibrator signal is present, the 6AU6 appears to 
be "OK" (I don't have one to swap out) and the X301 100KC crystal marker 
looks "blueish" at the top with power on. 


The shipper packed the rig in expanding foam and sturdy cardboard. Should 
have arrived OK but it looks like the PO dropped it from sufficient height to 
pop two tubes, the product detector and the dial glass out of their 
sockets/clamps/holders and cause a broken 6BE6 and a broken dial glass.
